A t dark last night the situation for 
the fleet a t anchor, num bering nearly 
a score, was critical. 
Marine men de­ 
clared unless the wind should go down 
d uring the night some of the boats 
m ust surely go to pieces or on the 
beach. The life-saving crew stationed 
a t Jackson park was of little value to 
the imperiled seamen, and had it not 
been for a volunteer crew of fisher­ 
men the death list would have been 
greatly augmented. 
The crews of the 
tugs worked heroically in th eir efforts 
to save lives and property, and many 
boats are a t their docks th a t woulf| 
have been to tal losses had it not been 
for the tugmen. who risked their lives 
many times to save others. 


had fallen off into the trough of the sea 
and was swept against the rigging of 
the Cummings and smashed. 
The life­ 
saving crew was rescued by those on 
shore. 
Then for nearly three hours 
nothing could be done to save the men 
in danger. 
During these long hours 
of inactivity clewed up in topsails, 
many feet above the submerged deck, 
w ith the waves roaring beneath them, 
w ith the chili north winds cutting 
through the thin canvas, w et through, 
half starved and nearly frozen, the 
people in the rigging aw aited release 
from their position. 
Four men, una­ 
ble to longer hold out, dropped from 
the rigging and were drowned. Finally 
a line was got from the life-saving 
yawl to the schooner and the re­ 
mainder of the crew rescued. 
The 
men who were saved were Frank Gur- 
dis, the life saver, who was left in the 
rigging in the morning, and Robert 
Patterson, a member of the Cummings 
crew. 
They were taken to the life­ 
saving station and cared for. 
It is reported here th a t three schoon­ 
ers are on the beach below South Mil­ 
waukee twelve miles south of here, 
but the rum or cannot be verified. 
In 
the city the storm did considerable 
damage. 
Trees were blown down and 
street car travel was impeded by the 
trees breaking the wires. 
At South 
Point it took out breakw aters which 
had stood the storm s of years, washed 
out boat houses, and smashed boats 
into kindling wood or carried them 
aw ay.

they will use all the powers they 
have, under the rules, to filibuster 
against tariff legislation, lf th a t th reat 
is carried to the extrem e it means the 
Wilson bill will be juggled by the r a ­ 
tional legislators all summer. 
The 
only salvation against endless delay 
Is in a break in the republican ranks. 
Even closure, which m ight bring re­ 
lief to the senators, can not be secured 
with the republican ranks solid. 
It is 
rumored certain republicans may be 
willing to vote for closure in order to 
give the country relief from the un­ 
certainty th a t accompanies an unset­ 
tled tariff law. 
The latest story around the capitol 
is th a t Senator Hill has prepared a 
tariff bill which he will offer as a sub­ 
stitute for the pending compromise 
measure. 
His bill will not, it is said, 
contain the income tax feature of the 
Wilson bill, but according to reports 
will be for tariff reform only. 
The tariff managers of the house 
have determ ined to take no farther 
steps toward offsetting the ’tariff in­ 
creases in sugar and 
other 
tariff 
amendments by riders to appropriation 
bills. 
This conclusion applies to sugar 
duties, but not to the bounty. 
It is 
said th at abolition of the bounty may 
be taken up w ithout a new rule, as it 
is the privilege of any member to offer

“ W heat has sold a t 5? cents for May 
and 57% cents for July, though west­ 
ern receipts have been only 1,215,543 
bushels for the week, against 6,313,04o 
last year. 
Exports were but 791,727, 
against 2,090,164 bushels last year, 
and the 
fact th at gold 
goes in 
stead of w heat a t 57 cents or cotton at 
7.19 cents has more w eight than the 
rapidly brightening prospects of yield 
next falL 
The soundness of the com­ 
mercial world is shown in the dimin­ 
ished importance of failures, the lia­ 
bilities reported for the second week 
of May am ounting to only $1,937,538, 
of w’hich $1,490,932 were of trading and 
$432,600 of m anufacturing concerns. 
The failures this week have been 220 
in the United States, against 247 last 
year, and 24 in Canada, against 14 last 
year.”

Judgements of Over One Million Dol­ 
lars Have Been Hanging Over the 
City Since 1870 and No Municipal 
Government Has Been Possible In 
All that Time. 


It costs '$10,207.80 to buy W ater­ 
tow n the right to have a city govern­ 
ment. 
Now for the first time since 
1870 W atertown, by paying the judg­ 
m ent, may rejoice in the possession of 
regular municipal officers. 
W atertow n has had no municipal 
head for years. The practice has been 
to elect officers. 
The 
cfficers-elect 
would then a t some tim e when there 
was no danger, qualify, hold a meet­ 
ing to transact necessary business and 
th en resign. 
The case of M etcalf was the last 
case against the city of Watertown*, 
all of the other cases having been set­ 
tled. 
It runs back to I860, when 
Pitkin C. W right obtained a judgm ent 
against the city of W atertown in the 
United States circuit court on some of 
th e 
railroad bonds. 
In 1870 other 
suits were to be brought to recover on 
bonds to the am ount of nearly $1,000,- 
000. 
The city of W atertown started 
O n a system atic plan to avoid paym ent 
of all the indebtedness. 
This was by 
th e refusal to elect a mayor or other 
' m unicipal officer on whom service 
could be had. 
The question was 
finally raised 
W hether the state statute of lim itation 
had not outlawed all outstanding obli­ 
gations. 
Every case was decided in 
favor of the city w ith the exception of 
th e M etcalf case. 
In the other cases 
th e question of contention was w heth­ 
e r the law of lim itation operated when 
no service could be had. 
The courts 
decided th at it dicf, and so the city es­ 
caped. 
By the Metcalf decision the city will 
have to pay $10,207.86, and it will be 
free from all claims grow ing out of 
th e bond issue. 
It may be necessary 
to bond the city *0 meet this obliga­ 
tion.

F ifty F eet o f R ainfall A nnually. 
There is always more or less guess­ 
work concerning the amount of rain that 
falls during any storm period. Through­ 
out the United States the amount that 
falls on any one day rarely exceeds one 
inch. There are certain portions of the 
globe, however, that are frequently, and 
others only occasionally, deluged with 
water. On the southern slopes of the 
Himalaya mountains, at an altitude of 
4,500 fer-t, 610 inches of rainfall have 
been registered in a single year, of 
which amount 147 inches (12 feet 3 
inches) fell in the month of June. At a 
meteorological station in latitude 18 
degrees, near the western boundary of 
Hindustan, the average rainfall for the 
15 years ending with 1893 was 254 
Inches. In the northwestern part of Eng­ 
land, at an altitude of 1,300 feet, the 
average annual rainfall is 146 inches, 
111 inches in excess of the mean for St. 
Louis, which is but 37 inches and a 
fraction. 
The wonderful record given above is 
still more phenomenal when we con­ 
sider the fact that all the moisture the 
atmosphere is capable of holding at any 
one time would cover the entire surface 
of the glo' e to a depth of less than four 
inches should it all be instantly precipi­ 
tated.—St. Louis Republic.
